Young Ewing, 
one of I'lO 'Hickwuods iiulitieiaiis wlio 
floiirUhi'd ill the early days of the 
CoiiinilintVealtli. lie was a true pion- 
eer and hunter, as evcryliody else 
was Ibcii ; a surveyor, politician and 
statesman, and in bis I'l-oteau capaci- 
ty lie usually had his liaiidsfiill. He 
came to Christian county Just at a 
time when he was moat needed. An 
uiKH'ganizeil community' of people 
had, by an ,u:t of the Lcgislaturi^, 
lu'cii placed >into tlicriisclves, and 
there was a demand for ineu couipe- 
UsHl to do the work of iiutting the 
infant inuiiiuipallty ui>ou iu feet 
Col. Kwing waa a man adaptc«l to 
the cnipr^ncy, and took as natiirallv' 
to theotlicial harness as a duck to tlic 
water, lie « a> tlie lii -t Cireuit clerk 
of the court, and lor a i|iiarter of a 
century or more lie served the people 
in one position or another, and if he 
did uoi do much for Ihe county, it 
did a great deal for him. He had 
once cuinmandcd a regiment against 
tlie Indians, and though the cam- 
paign was a bloodless one, yet his 
inililary record wafted liim inloolUcc 
over all up|H>sitioii, just as such 
things sOiuutiin ts hupp m at tho pre^- 
eiit day. It is told of hiui, but the 
story may he taken with some allow- 
ance, that ulwiiys when a candidate, 
partieiilarly if llic campaijrii waxed 
hot and Ills eleeliuii appeared at all 
doiiblfnl, the Colonel would be scch 
at pnblie gatherings hobbling about 
with a euiie, or witli an arm in u 
sling, complaining loudly of the hard- 
ships of a soldier's life.

Wlieii be eanie llicrc or wheiv 
lie was troin are (jiieslions liic mos 
diligent invustigatiou has so far fail- 
(td to solve. It is U> bu mgretlMl tlin: 
so lillli! is known or can be learned 
of his early life, as anything iH-riain- 
ing to so promiiieiil a character could 
not but be of interest to Ih't reader, 
lie is believed to have becu a native 
of the Old Dviininiuii, and tlio ele- 
ments of staiesmausbip he devulojied 
naturally |Mint to him as a son of the 
"Motlier of Presidents." Froiii the 
linmble ofHce of magistrate lie essay- 
ed and acooiupllsliMl dizzy tliglits to 
higher positions which hefllled time 
and again. 

He waa above the majority 
of his assoclateain intellect. but some- 
what careless and indiflcreut ill tlie 
use of tlie King's Kiifjlivli when pour- 
ing forth from the stiiniti one of his 
hot politi'ial campaign s|iooche8. He 
came among tlie simple pioneers of 
Christian county, nnd waked the 
ediues of til.,' primeval fncsts witli 
Ids rude wild elo(|lieliee. and roib; ill 
trininpb into the all'c( tions of llie vo- 
ters to that extent, that ho is not 
known to have Ijeeu defeated bui 
(nice ill a (Kilitieal eoniust. 

The following entries a| pear in the 
early coiirt r.noiiU: "'riie line be- 
tween Logan ami t'liristian colllllic^ 
was run by Young Kwing and his 
deputy, JS'ichulas Lockett, on the pan 
of Christian, ami Wm. Beading sur- 
veyor for Logan Co., Aug. 22,1797.' 
"Young F.wing was allowed £14. 12s, 
fill riinnin;,' llie dividing linu be- 
tween Logan and Chribtian counties.' 
The facts of bis liaving been a sur- 
veyor is doubted by some, but tin 
above extract from tbe county rec- 
ord would ihiply that he was. Tlmt 
lie was or was not, however, Is no) 
material to this sketch. Wc know 
that he tierved long, and perhaps, 
faithfully in other |)osiiions. In ad- 
dition to haviug been a surveyor, 
and the first clerk of tlie county be 
was cashier of tbe first bank estab- 
lished in Ilopkinsville. He was a 
nicnibcr of the constitutional eoiivcn- 
tion held iu Krankfort August 17tli 
17'.IU, aud which fi-uiuo the sec- 
ond constitution of the state. Iu the 
year 1800 Ills name first appears as a 
member of thoLegieloture fromCliris- 
tian county. He was elected again 
in 1801 and re-elected iu 1802, and 
again elected in 1808 and in 1807. 
in 1S()8 lie was elected to the state 
Senate and again iu 1812. in 1811!, in 
la'Ht aud in 1821, but resigned about 
a year la'fore his last term' expired. 
In the Presidential campaign of 1824, 
he was elector for the 6th Congress- 
ional district. So great and so uni- 
versal was bis popularity tliat In; 
was selected to many of those posi- 
tions without opposition, and gen- 
erally, when he had an apponent 
neord carried him 
through with flying colora. He vu 
a genial gentleman— a, "hale fellow 
well met" withal— courteous and so- 
cial ; could take his toddy "with the 
boys," and "sct,om up" occasionally 
(all of wliieh goes a lung way witli 
the 'Intelligent voter") and but ad- 
ded to hli popiilarity. The last ra( c 
heeverinade for public offlee, was 
about the year 1S:;2, for iIi" state scn- 
alA.', aud he was defeated. This was 
a wound to his self complacency from 
which he never rooovered. He had 
ikilvd to kerp pace with ibe age, New 
iwues had sprung uplieyond his abil- 
ity to master , new and younger men 



opp >se'l him, and thon;>h the "(dd 
guard" rallied ai-uuiid hiiii, the new 
order of things aeeomiilisbiid ills de 
ftat. 

The above presents in detail a rc( (u-d 
of the offloial positions held by Y niiig 
Ewing, so far as the ficts are k:iown 
to UH, together with s.iMie of liis 
personal peeiiliai ities. Iveiiliiiky 
has produced m:iny reniurkable men 
but none so strongly original,or so in- 
teresting as the early, simple and lioll- 
est statesmen of wliom Young Kwing 
was a true typi;. They borrowed 
nothing fi-om tho Iwoks, aud if some 
of them were so illiterate that ii 
amounted to a gift or talent, their 
honesty of purpose off-set any lack of 
education and culture. They leuis- 
lated wholly for tbe good of the |ieop- 
ie and tbe country, and from them tlie 
modern statesmen might learn less.iiis 
of wisdom. 

Col. Kwing \onx lived one an.l a 
half miles from town, on the place 
now ow^ued by th'i cliildreii of Dr. 
Sliackelford, but for many years war 
a citixen of Hopkinsvllic. lie' wa» 
three times married. Of his first 
wife little is k nowii, except that sin 
bore him one child, u dan>;bler. 'I'lii- 
daughter married a in.iii named Dav- 
ison, who was at one liine bigli slier 
ilf of Daviess count ■. mid who it i- 
s.iid, was killed by friend- of a pri-- 
oii."r whom be had arrested. C'll 
Kwing's secnud wife w.ts Winifreti 
Warreu, anduno ot tlic best wonioii. 
Judge L'ingsays, tlint ever lived. Hi- 
last wife was a Miss .Icnnings, Tai- 
nurriagi! to hini \va-. to say the least, 
ill-assorted. Slio was an iiliterut'. 
uncouth backwoods damsel, Kareeli 
mora than eigliteuii, while he wa^ 
verging on to his three seoro and tei 
years. Soon after his last iuah-|ag> 
he moved south, perhaps to V.\c. wes- 
tern part of 'reiinessce, where 1.1 
died many years a;.'o. Xo lineal dc 
scendant of I'ol. Kwi;iu' is now. so I'ui 
as known, living in C.iristiiii e luuly 
and only a few of tlio older cltlxmis 
remember him. Those that do re- 
member him di!s<TilMt him as a sooia 
compani iii'ibli! and hospitable gentle- 
man. one who loved liis I'rii-nds. nim. 
was nev er happier than wlieii sur 
rouiiihid by theui.:in 1 b(>sitiwiiig n|Mii; 
tluiiu tliehospiinlily of his li'mie.
